Mr. James Craft of your office has questioned the legality of 
passage by the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne, of Appropria¬ 
tion Ordinance No. A-26-76. 

The main thrust of Mr. Craft's argument is that Council did not 
pass the Ordinance by a two-third (2/3) vote of all its members elect. 
Mr. Craft has advised me to write you my response. 

As Attorney for the Common Council, my response to Mr. Craft's 
position is that Council did in fact, pass the ordinance by a txvo-third 
(2/3) vote of all its members elect. 

A review of the vote sheets (copies attached hereto as Exhibits 
A and B) shoiv: 

1. On July 13, 1976, Council by a vote of 5 Ayes and 3 Nays, 
one member being absent, passed the Ordinance xvhich was 
presented to the Mayor on July 14, 1976. (Exhibit A) 


2. On July 20, the Mayor signed his Veto Message of the 

Ordinance and returned the Ordinance to Council. (Copy 
attached as Exhibit C) 

3., On July 27, 1976, Council did, in fact, pass the Ordinance 
by a vote of 6 Ayes and 2 Nays. One Council member ivas 
absent from this meeting. (Exhibit B)

That Council did, in fact, pass the Ordinance and not merely override 
the Mayor's veto is evident from reading the State Law IC 18-1-3-6 which 
provides as follows: "and in all cases of disapproval by the Mayor, such 
ordinance shall not become a law unless at its next regular or special 
meeting after the time named for the Mayor's action, the Council shall again 
pass the same by a two-third (2/3) vote of all the members elect. All ordi¬ 
nances shall, within a reasonable time after their approval by the Mayor of 
their passage over his veto, be recorded in a book kept for that purpose by 
the City Clerk." "Such record shall include the signature of the presiding 
officer, the attestation of the clerk and the mayor's written approval or 
disapproval, and, in the latter case, a memorandum of the passage of the 
ordinance over the veto, with the date of such acts. Such record, or a 
certified copy thereof, shall be presumptive evidence of the passage and 
going into effect of such ordinance." 

Please note that in case of disapproval by the Mayor, the Council 
is again considering the Ordinance itself, not the Mayor's veto and votes 
on the Ordinance. Thus, it is clear that at its regular meeting of July 27, 
1976, Council did pass the Ordinance by a two-third (2/3) vote of all the 
members elect. 

Nothing in the Mayor's Veto Message is of significance to Mr. Craft's 
position in stating that we do not have a legal Ordinance. However, I 
understand that at a later meeting with Mr. Craft, of which I was unaware 
until hearing about it after the fact, some stress was placed by members of 
the Executive Branch of the City of Fort Wayne, that because Mr, Tanner vi&s 
not an Attorney, nor a qualified research assistant, he could not have been 
hired by Council. 

According to IC 18-2-3.5-1, the Common Council is not only authorized 
to hire competent attorneys but it may also hire legal research assistants. 

Mr. Tanner's position has been one of conferring with the Federal agencies 
involved xvith the citizenry of Ft. Wayne, consisting of representatives of the 
educational institutions, the churches, public charities and in fact finding 
and public bodies. The Ordinance itself is a product not only of his research 
but also the product of legal checking by the former City Attorney, by the 
present City Attorney and by me, as Council Attorney. As above shown, I 
enclose my opinion given to the President of the Common Council on the matter 
of Common Council's exclusive right as franchising agency marked as Exhibit 
D hereto. 

Having worked xvith David Tanner for more than txvo years in his research, 
study and hearings of citizen input from various committees into the Ordinance, 
Council is in the best position to know ivhy he should be in charge of completing 
the hearings and finding the facts not as a laxvyer, but as a legal research 
assistant to the Common Council, aiding in its fact finding which is necessary 
to a good Cable TV Ordinance. Council being the exclusive franchising authority

VETO MESSAGE 


I, Robert E. Armstrong, Mayor of the City of Fort Wayne, 
hereby veto Appropriation Ordinance No. A-'26-76, for the 
following reasons: 

1. According to Indiana Code, Section 18-2-3.5-1, "The 
Common Council of any city is hereby empowered to hire or 
contract with, or on a full time or part time basis, one 

or more competent attorneys and/or legal research assistants 
on terms which the Common Council may deem, appropriate. 

While this section permits the Council to hire 1egal 
research assist ants, I contend that Mr. Tanner is not 
qualified either as "a competent attorney or legal research 
assistant." 

It is the stated intention of the Council that Mr. Tanner 
will be performing the same function which he performed 
for the Board of Works; i.e., the research and direction 
of the city's Cable TV project. Because of this role, and 
since Mr. Tanner is neither an attorney nor a qualified 
legal research assistant, he is, therefore, unqualified to 
be hired under the terms of this Statute. 

2. That same Statute contains the following stipulation:' 

"(c) The appropriation for the payment of the salaries 

of such attorneys and/or legal research assistants as 
may be employed by the Common Council may not exceed that 
which is appropriated for.similar salaries ,i n th.e budget 
of the City‘Attorney." 

The Ordinance, passed by Council, is in direct conflict with 
this requirement of the lavK Council has appropriated $100 
per week to pay Mr. Tanner, and this sum substantially exceeds 
the amount ($1,600 per year) provided the City Attorney for 
the hiring of research assistants.

3 Furthermore, going beyond the two direct violations 
of the law which would be incurred by Council were I to 
sign this Ordinance, I believe that the continued employ¬ 
ment of Mr. Tanner is a waste of the taxpayers; money. 

After three years of working on a Cable TV Ordinance, the 
product of Mr. Tanner's effort is little morethana 
synthesis of the work of others and a synthesis which, 
in fact, is virtually unusable. In short, Mr. Tanner s 
services are neither necessary nor desired. 

4. Mr. Tanner's actions in removing numerous documents 
and files from the Board of Works office following his 
dismissal must raise the question of his moral propriety. 

His failure to return these documents, or even to allow 
this Administration to discuss with him which of the 
files are his property and which continue to be the 
property of the people, leave us no recourse but to consider 
him undeserving of continued employment by the taxpayers.

Subiect Cable Television 


Reference is made to meeting of the Common Council 
held July 13, 1976 in which you requested my opinion as to 
authority of Common Council to franchise and regulate Cable 
Television. 


There need be no citation of legal authority that 
the Government of the City of Fort Wayne by statute is 
divided into special functions, namely: Legislative (Common 
Council) and Executive (Mayor's office, including Department 
of Public Works, Department of Safety, City Controller, etc., 
and Clerk's Office (performing as a help to the Common 
Council and its other independent functions). 


In rendering this opinion it is essential to con 
sider the functioning of the Legislative and Executive 
branches of the City Government as regards to Number 1, 
Franchising Authority for Cable Television and Number 2, 
Regulation of Cable Television. 

Accordingly, I separately render my findings as 
follows: 


1. FRANCHISING AUTHORITY: 

The Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne has 
the exclusive authority to franchise Cable Television. 

This comes under Chapter 1.5 Indiana Code. Chapter 
18-1-1.5-13 paragraphs (a) and (b) provide for the 
power of the Common Council of the City to so franchise. 

In further support of above finding see IC 18-1-1.5-17 
which provides that if no method or power is' provided 
by law for the exercise of a power, the Common Council of 
the City may by Ordinance provide a method or procedure^ 
for the exercise of such power and "may limit the exercise 
of any power in any manner not in conflict with this 
chapter or any other law". 

Thus it seems clear that the Common Council is the 
franchising authority for Cable Television.

"The legislative power and authority of every 
city shall be vested in a common council. Unless 
otherwise provided by law, all powers and duties 
of a city which are legislative in nature shall be 
exercised and performed by the coinmon council 
xxxxxxx." 

Thus, if the Common Council were to establish a 
regulatory agency the agency's power would be limited to 
those powers that are executive or administrative in 
nature, in other words the policing and endorcing of 
the franchise terms. 

I.C. 18-1-1.5-27 provides: 

"All pov/ers and duties of a city which are _ executive 
or administrative in nature shall be exercised^ or 
performed by the mayor, the city clerk or clerk- 
treasurer, the departments of a city provided 
by statute, or by such other officers or depart¬ 
ments as may be appointed or created by or pursu¬ 
ant to any statute, or by any ordinance adopted 
by the common council of such city which does not 
conflict with any other act designating or creat¬ 
ing a particular department or agency to perform 
specified functions. Whenever any ordinance or 
resolution of the common council shall require^any 
executive or administrative function to be performed , 
such function shall be performed by the proper de¬ 
partment of the executive branch of such city, and 
not by the council. Such ordinance may designate 
the department which is to perform the duties there¬ 
under, or may create a new department or agency for 
such purpose, subject to the provisions of any 
statute. If such designation is not m.ade, either 
by statute or by ordinance or resolution, the mayor 
shall assign such duties to the proper departm.ent 
or officer." 

Although it is apparent the Coinmon Council could 
establish a nev; department or agency to monitor and enforce 
the franchise terms that it enacts, the agency or department 
v/ould have to report to the executive branch. 

If there are any other questions pertaining to this
